READERS of that diowetup periodical The Countryman will 
remember, early in the war, a series of contributions from well- 
known people under the heading “‘ Who Prop, in these Bad Days, 
My Mind?" Few of the writers mentioned music as their 
strength and stay during the intervals from their labours and 
problems. This seems surprising to us who know so well how 
remarkably the insistent demand for music of all sorts and in all 
places has grown and is still growing. And musicians working 
far from central organisations, who can see this in complete 
perspective, are constantly impressed by the ability of those at 
-the hub of things to keep the machine running and even, in certain 
. directions, to increase the output and widen the diffusion, so 
. that now the beneficent influences of the art stretch far and wide, 
among the services and civilian population alike, into many remote 
places hitherto almost untouched. An editor's post -bag contains 
constant reminders of this. 


The R.A.M. continues to bear its part in the good work, and 


in spite of more and more serious depletion of its various staffs 
by the claims of National Service and the necessary preoccupations 
affecting everybody in this fourth wartime year, practically all its 
activities function with their wonted vigour.

— 3n Memoriam 
Marie Tempest, D.B.E., F.R.A.M. 
October 14, 1942 


By the passing of Dame Tempest the English theatre has 
lost one whose supreme art had held the stage and the admiration 


of the public for fifty years. The charm of her personality and 


her roguish wit were informed by a consummate technique which, 
leaving nothing to the chance of the moment, made her pre- 
eminent as the genuine comedy actress and the living witness of 
the truth that ars est celare artem. But the long list of her triumphs 
in modern comedy down to St. J ohn Ervine's The First Mrs. Fraser — 
was by no means the whole story. Trained at the R.A.M. under 
Manuel Garcia for singing, she won the Llewelyn Thomas Prize in 
1884 and began her career at the Comedy Theatre the year after 
in Suppé's Boccaccio. Leading Lady from the beginning, she 
sang in many famous light operas in London, notably in the title 
rôle of Celliet’s Dorothy, which ran for two years. After two 
years in America where her parts included Carmen, Manon and 
Mignon, she returned, and under George Edwardes and at Daly’s 
Theatre achieved fresh distinction in the leading parts of a success- 
ion of musical comedies whose vast popularity owed much to her 
brilliant singing and acting. Thereafter she devoted her art to - 


comedy acting in numerous plays, some of which were written 


for her and many of which had success still remembered. There 
are recollections also of the introduction of some charming piano 
playing into some of her parts. In 1914 she undertook a tour- 
of the Empire and elsewhere, and on her return began the series 
of modern plays in which her powers were shown at their ripest, 
setting the seal upon her long and glorious reputation. In 1935 
the “jubilee” of her first stage appearance was celebrated by a 
matinée performance at Drury Lane, attended by the King and 


. Queen and others of the Royal Family ; and the proceeds (of 


about £5,000) were devoted to the building and equipment at 
St. George's Hospital of a ‘‘ Marie Tempest” Ward with eight 
rooms for the use of members of the theatrical profession. She 
was honoured by the D.B.E. in 1937.
